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Scope of Permt

The transfer station/material recovery facility is |located on Bl ock
354, Lots 14 and 15 at Shunpi ke Road, Mddle Township in Cape My
County. This facility has been owned and operated by the Cape My
County Municipal Wilities Authorities (CMCMJA) since July 1984.
The total area conprises of 19.12 acres which include the transfer
station building, weigh scale, fire pond, elevated conveni ence drop
off area, tarping platforns, freon recovery area, paved roadways
surrounded by 8-foot high perinmeter fence. The property
surrounding the site is undevel oped and primarily zoned industrial.
A mnor nodification was granted on Cctober 12, 1989 to CMCMUA to
construct a 5,500 square foot addition to the existing 5,080 square
foot building in order to load solid waste directly into open top
transfer trailers by avoiding the usage of conpactors. Thi s
building addition also allowed the facility to conduct its
recycling operations indoors to elimnate wnd blowm litter. The
solid waste facility permt for the facility was last renewed on
February 21, 1995 for a period of five years.

The facility is authorized to accept and process solid waste types
10, 13, and 13C Monday through Saturday with different Wnter and
Sunmer time schedules. The facility’'s maxinum permtted capacity
is 620 tons per day. In 1997, a sewer extension was conpleted to a
newy installed Mddle Towship gravity sewer on Shunpi ke Road and
alloned the CMCMJA to elimnate the existing septic field and
| eachate hol ding tank. The tipping floor has floor drains
channeling the |eachate through a six (6) inch sewer pipe to the
sanitary sewer piping network. The transfer station building is
equi pped with odor and dust control apparatus. Fire and intrusion
alarns are installed throughout the facility. A bird deterrent
wire systemis existing over the truck staging area to the east of
the overhead tipping doors. Al waste that is dunped on the
tipping floor is loaded into open top trailers which are tarped
before being taken to Cape May County’'s permtted landfill in
Wodbi ne Borough for disposal. |In addition, a separate conveni ence
drop-off area is operated for non-commercial custonmers for
depositing recyclable materials and bulky waste . This area also
contains containers for depositing county designated recyclable
materi al s. Al vehicles hauling solid waste to and from the
facility utilize the Garden State Parkway and U S. Route #9 to
North WIdwood Boulevard (Indian Trail Road) to Shunpi ke Road as
descri bed in Engineering Report and O and M Manual (dated Novenber
1999).

The CMCMUA transfer station/material recovery facility operations
receive and recover commngled glass, alumnum tin, plastic
bottles, commngled paper, cardboard, corrugated paper, white
goods, wood waste and scrap netal and these are stored in
containers and/or loaded into trailers before they are taken to the
recycling center or final market destinations. A freon recovery
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program is operated to renove CFC s from white goods prior to
transfer. Also, a waste oil collection program exists at the
facility for the use by non-commercial custoners.

This permt does not convey any property rights of any sort, or any
exclusive privilege. Failure to conply with all of the conditions
specified herein may result in revocation of this permt and/or may
result in such other regulatory or |legal actions which the
Departnent is authorized by lawto institute.

In case of conflict, the provisions NJ.AC 7:26-1 et
seq. shall have precedence over the conditions of this
permt, the conditions of this permt shall have
precedence over the SW permt application docunents
listed above, and the nost recent revisions and
suppl enental information approved by the Departnent
shall prevail over prior submttals and designs.

One conplete set of the permt application docunents
listed in GCondition 2(a) above, this Solid Wste
Facility Permt, and all records, reports and plans as
may be required pursuant to this permt shall be kept
on-site and shall be available for inspection by
authorized representatives of the Departnent upon
presentation of credentials.

3. Approved Qperations

The permttee may accept a maxinmum of 620 tons of
material, which material shall include solid waste
and/ or source separated recyclable materials on any
operating day. The material shall be deposited only on
those areas wthin the building which have been
specifically identified in the approved design draw ngs
for such purposes. The permttee shall process the
amount of material received by the end of each operating

day. No nmaterial shall remain on the tipping floor
over ni ght.

The permttee shall accept and process waste at the
facility in accordance with the foll ow ng schedul es:

1. Wnter Schedule effective January 1 to May 26 and
Sept enber 17 to Decenber 31,

Monday t hrough Friday 7:30 am to 2:30 p.m

Sat urday and Hol i days 8:00 a.m to 12: 00 noon
(hol i days post ed)

2. Sunmer Schedul e effective May 27 to Septenber 16
Monday t hrough Friday 7:00 am to 3:30 p.m

Sat urday and Hol i days 7:30 am to 1:30 p.m
(hol i days post ed)

The permttee shall schedule the waste deliveries to the
facility in such a manner as to mnimze truck queuing
on the facility property. The permttee shall stage
vehicles in accordance with the engineering report as
well as truck routing plan referenced in Condition 2(a)3
and 6 of this Section. Under no circunstances shall
delivery trucks and/or transfer trailers accessing or
exiting the facility be allowed to park or queue on any
public road.

The permttee shall inspect each incomng waste load to
identify the i nci dence  of desi gnat ed recycl abl e
materials mnandated to be source separated by the
District Recycling Plan applicable to the point of
origin of the waste load. The permttee shall consult
with each county recycling coordinator for t he
facility's service area on a quarterly basis to review
those recyclable materials that are designhated by each
county to be source separated pursuant to N J.S A
13: 1E-99. 13(b) 2. Should any designated recycl abl e
materials be detected in a delivered waste |oad, the
appropriate county recycling coordinator shall be
notified in witing. The permttee shall maintain a copy
of each such notification at the facility. Wenever
possible, the generator who failed to source separate
the recyclable materials shall also be identified and
reported to the county recycling coordinator.

In the event of a facility outage or other significant
mal function which would result 1in the facility's
inability to process waste at a rate equal to or
exceeding the rate of incomng waste, the operator shal
imediately report such situation or event to the
Departnent at 1-877- WARNDEP.

The permttee shall post at the facility, and provide to
the users of the facility, a copy of the traffic routes
descri bed in Engineering Report (Attachnents 6, 7 and 8)
as well as O and M Manual referenced in Condition 2(a)
of this Section.

The permttee may conduct naterials recovery operations
as foll ows:

1. The permttee shall only extract recycl abl e
materials (including all types of Oass A and d ass
B recyclable nmaterials), in accordance with O and M
Manual referenced in Condition 2(a) of this
Secti on. Additionally, the permttee maintains a
waste oil collection program for the deposit of
used oil by non-conmercial custoners and recovers
freon fromthe white goods received at the facility
prior to their transportation to recycling markets.

Al recovered materials shall be stored in
containers or appropriate storage areas as depicted
on the truck routing plan and site plan referenced
in Condition 2(a)5 and 6 of this Section, pending
transportation to a recycling center or final
mar ket desti nati on.

2. The permttee shall not accept any waste |oad from
a commerci al or i nstitutional generator for
recovery of desi gnat ed recycl abl e material s
mandated to be source separated at the point of
origin unl ess t he facility has recei ved
docunent ati on from the gener at or t hat t he
generator's municipality has granted the generator
an exenption from the requirenment to source
separate the designated recyclable materials from
the solid waste stream The permttee shall
maintain a copy of each such docunentation of
exenption at the facility. Additionally, for each
such comercial or institutional generator from
which the permttee accepts a waste load for
recovery of designated recyclable materials, the
permttee shall provide reports to the generator's
muni ci pality, annually or as otherw se requested by
the nunicipality, identifying the generator, the
quantity (in tons) of the waste |oads received from
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the generator and the quantity (in tons) of each of
the designated recyclable nmaterials actual ly
recovered fromthose waste | oads.

3. The permttee shall maintain contracts or letters
of agreenment with end mnmarkets, manufacturers and
approved recycling centers for the disposition of
all recovered nmaterials. The permttee shall notify
the Departnment within one week of changes in the
status of existing contracts or the addition of any
new contracts or letters for the disposition of
recovered materials. Such notice shall include
docunentation of the changed status or a copy of
the new contract or letter of agreenent.
